HArtTLepuny,—The following is an approved recipe for making lemon 
marmalade :—Rasp lemons, or pare them very thin, then cut them into 
quarters and take out the pulp quite clean; tie the rinds in thin cloths 
and set them on the fire to boil, changing the water three or four times; 
when quite tender take them out and eut them into chips, take out all 
the seeds and skins from the pulp, and to every pound of fruit takea pound 
and a half of loaf sugar and a pint of water; set the sugar and water on 
the fire, and when it has boiled ten minutes put in the lemon, let it boil 
rather quickly, stirring it constantly; when quite clear, which will be in 
about twenty minutes, pour it into pots or glasses. Transparent marmalade 
may be made as the above, only that the rinds are not used, and to each 

ound of the juice and pulp of the fruit a pound of yellow honey is used 
in lieu of sugar.

At Eerneghem, a village three leagues from the town of 


Bruges, formerly near the central point between Bruges, Thourout, 
and Ostend, were born, on the 28th ult., two children of the female 
sex, compactly united to each other. The two bodies join at the 
sides, the ligature union beginning a little below the right breast 
of the one and the left breast of the other, so that the children do 
not look each other in the face. Their position is such as to permit 
their mother to nurse both at the same time without difficulty. The 
curate of the parish baptized them the day of their birth in the 
names of Marie and Sophie, The parents are poor servants, working 
and residing on a small farm held by an old bachelor. The hus- 
band’s name is Tanghe; his wife, aged about thirty-eight years, 
has four children. 


Immense fires have broken out in the forests, and done 
considerable damage both in Nova Scotia and in New Brunswick. 
The Halifax Morning Chronicle of June 4 says, ‘‘ Several destructive 
fires have been raging through the woods during the week, in the 
vicinity of Windsor, at Maryaret’s Bay, and along the eastern 
shore, For the last three days the air was completely impregnated 
with smoke. The waters assumed a blood-red hue, and even at 
mid-day the sun was of a bronzed and coppery colour, and shone 
dimly through the hazy, murky, and lurid atmosphere, while the 
ashes fell throughout the city like snow-flakes at the commence- 
ment of a winter storm. Great loss has already been sustained. 
The injury done to the forest trees is irreparable. Besides, several 
buildings have been consumed, and fences and growing crops 
entirely destroyed. At present it is impossible to form an estimate 
of the damage.” 


The Times says justly, in reference to Mr. Disraeli’s 
speech, ‘* We have undergone a great change since January, 1816, 
but it is not a change from real prosperity to real distress. Itis a 
change from a spurious, a foolish, and a fraudulent prosperity, to 
amore real, safe, and honourable system. It is a change from in- 
toxication to sobriety, from insanity to sense. A mountain of false 
credit Las collapsed. We do not wish the mountain back again, 
for the pleasure of having the inevitable collapse still to come. 
Hundreds of wu profitable speculations have been withdrawn, 
Meanwhile legitimate and honourable trade is in a healthy and 
improving state. ‘There may be complaints here and there, but we 
have not yet heard of a single workshop or factory being closed, or 
a single field thrown out of cultivation, simply and solely on account 
of free trade. If any such instances are to be found, let us have 
them!’’ 


Her Majesty’s 96th were reviewed at Fort William by 
the new commander-in-chief, Sir C. Napier, at daylight on the 
morning of the Ilth of May. So quietly had the arrangements 
been made, that scarcely half a dozen spectators besides military 
men were present. Sir Charles (says the Calcutta Star), punctual 
to a proverb, reached the parade, accompanied by the town- 
major, before a single officer of the regiment had made his appear- 
ance, and, finding no other amusement, walked into the barracks. 
He soon returned, however, and subjected the regiment to a 
minute inspection, after which it marched past in slow, and again 
in quick, time, and then advanced in line. At the close Sir Charles 
Napier addressed the men in a characteristic speech. After al- 
luding to his former connection with the regiment, he said :—* I 
am very glad to mect the 96th again. We have both been a good 
deal about the world since we were last together, and I am very 
glad to hear such a good account of the regiment. Your colonel 
tells me that you are not only in good health, but that you are 
good in conduct—that you have very few men in hospital. Now, 
this is all right, and I hope you will continue to bear a good cha- 
racter. But let me give you a bit of advice—that is, don’t drink! 
I know young men do not think much about advice from old men. 
They put their tongue in their cheek, and think they know a good 
deal better than the old cove that is giving them advice. But let 
me tell you that you are come to a coun'ry where, if you drink, 
you’re dead men. If you be sober and steady you get on well; 
but if you drink you ’re done for, You will be either invalided or 
die. I knew two regiments in this country—one drank, the other 
didn’t drink, The one that didn’t drink is one of the finest regi- 
ments, and has got on as well as any regiment in existence. The 
one that did drink has been all but destroyed, For any regiment 
for which I have a respect (and there is not one of the British 
regiments whom I don’t respect), T should always try and persuade 
them to keep fromjdrinking, I know there are some men who will 
drink in spite of the devil and their officers; but such men. will 
soon be in hospital, and very few that go in in this country ever go 
out again. I wish the 56th Regiment every success, and am very 
glad to see it in the state itis.” After expressing to Major Cum- 
berlege his great gratification, he called the sergeant-major of the 
regiment, with whom he had a few minutes’ confidential chat. He 
then dismissed the regiment, and proceeded to an inspection of the 


arsenal. 

Does “Ireland”? require a more forcible commentary than 
the following ?—‘*On the 24th instant (says the Nenagh Guardian), 
Samuel M. Gason, Esq., assistant sub-sheriff, procecded to the 
lands of Stradavoher, near Thurles, acvompanied by a small police 
force, and under a writ of habeas evicted 12 husbands, 11 wives, 
6 widows, 40 children, and 19 other inmates—total 88, The habi- 
tations of those persons, who owed a large amount of rent which 
they had no means whatever to pay, were all locked up by the 
sheriff.” 

Several packages, containing articles of a varied character, 
the property of his Majesty Charles Albert, ex-King of Sardinia, 
have arrived in this country, by a vessel from Bordeaux, en route 
10 Oporto, the residence of the ex-King, and the place of their des- 
tination, and arran.ements will be mide by M. Gallina, the Sar- 
dinian Minister to this Court, for their safe transmission to Pur- 
tugal, : 

On the 23rd of March, 1849, there arrived at St. Helena 
a schooner, called the Zenobdia, of Baltimore (for adjudication in 
the Vice-Aemiralty Court), which vessel had been captured by her 
Britaunic Majesty’s sloop Philomel, on ithe west coast of Africa, 
with a cargo of slaves, numbering 450 (383 of whom were women), 
the vessel not being over 100 tons burden. She was eleven days on 
her passage to St. Helena, and lost 10 or 11 of them, ‘These poor 
creatures were in a most miserable state, and many of them (the 
women in particular) had the brands of a hot iron impressed on 
their breasts! ‘lhe vessel was 80 small, and the number of negroes 
so great, that it was next to an impossibility to go from one end of 
the vessel to the other.

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The arrivals from the Sicilian ports, which have been 
numerous since the cessation of hostilities in that part of the 
world, have included some very large cargoes of oranges and 
lemons, the produce of the place.

MILLINERS AND DressMAKERS’ PROVIDENT AND 
BENEVOLENT Instirurion. —The first annual meeting of this 
institution took place on Saturday morning last, at Willis’s Rooms, 
St. James’s. Lord Ashley, M.P., presided, and there was a highly- 
respectable attendance, including a number of ladies, and of those 
engaged in the above trades.—His lordship, in opening the pro- 
ceedings, expressed the pleasure which he felt in preetelne at any 
meeting whose object was to remove that which had so Jong been a 
reproach to this and other cities, He was glad to have the counsel 
aud assistance of the heads and employers in the businesses which 
this institution embraced, knowing that no progress could be made 
without their co-operation. There now existed two societies for the 
benefit of milliners and dressmakers; he hoped they would be 
united, and assist each other, His experience led him to the con- 
clusion that a multiplicity of societies of this kind was an advantage, 
because it led to the employment of a greater number of persons, 
and brought into full play their concentrated efforts on the common 
object. They had now two societies, distinct only in name. The 
‘Society for the Aid of Milliners and Dressmakers” directed its 
attention to the hours of labour, and other physical and moral 
improvements needed by those engaged in millinery and dress- 
making. ‘The chief object of the present society was to make pro- 
vision for their old age and misfortunes. The blessing of God had 
instigated this good work, and he hoped God would prosper it. 
(Hear, hear). This was not an institution of an eleemosynary 
character; for, though a fund of £10,000 was to be raised, that 
would not destroy the independent character of the institution, 
That fund would not be raised solely by the parties to be benefited, 
but by the holders of capital; and he held it one of the greatest 
blessings connected with the possession of capital so to dispose of 
it as to call forth the energies of others, and to give them themeans 
of exerting their industry, ability, and activity. Those who sub- 
scribed to objects like the present gave young persons an oppor 
tunity of making exertions for their future independence; in fact, 
they did something like what their parents did when they supported 
their children and gave them the meaus of working out their des- 
tiny.—Several gentlemen spoke with reference to the state of the 
institution, ‘The Rev. J. Jackson moved a vote of thanks to the 
‘* Society for the Aid and Benefit of Milliners and Dressmakers," 
for their co-operation in the formation of the present institution, 
and for their contribution of 100 guineas to its funds; also, in an 
especial manner, to R. D. Grainger, Esq., for his personal exertions 
in the early stages of its career; and a vote of thanks was given to 
an anonymous lady, for a donation of a picce of lace worth £300.

Their bitterness 
was taken off by soaking, them in 
hot water, or covering them with 
hot ashes. The same author says 
that this food gave those who ate it 
generally afresh colour and a 
cheerful countenance, We learn 
from Columella that lupines were 
sometimes flavoured with a Syrian 
root, and s0 eaten to provoke drink- 
ing, or perhaps to give a relish to 
the Egyptian beer, as our country 
people introduce cheese.

MeENAGERIE.—Last week an alarming accident occurred in Battye’s 
menagerie, at present exhibiting in Cadney’s Croft, Halifax, York- 
shire. Thomas Carter, one of the keepers, was cleaning the den 
of a ferocious male leopard, which he had chained to the bars in 
front of the cage while he swept the place. By some means or other 
the animal broke loose and seized hold of him by the right arm. An 
alarm was immediately raised, and the utmost consternation pre- 
vailed amongst the spectators, The rest of the keepers and assist- 
ants came to the rescue, armed with pitchforks, which they 
unceremoniously forced into the throat of the now infuriated 
animal, and by this means rescued the poor fellow from death, He 
was at once conveyed to the infirmary, where his arm was found to 
be most dreadfully torn and lacerated, Every possible attention 
has since been paid to him. We understand that Carter was lately 
bitten by the same animal at Glossop, and was then confined to bed 
for some days from the effects of the injuries inflicted upon him. 


DANGER OF SHOOTING-GALLERIES.—A young woman, 
apparently about twenty years of age, was brought before the Mayor 
of Warrington by the police, who stated that they had found her 
wandering about the streets of the town. She appeared to be a 
destitute stranger, and, from her conduct, the police believed her 
to be insane.

When before the }ench 
she could hardly articulate a single word, nor did she seem to cum- 
prehend a tiniple question, The bench thought it advisable that 
she should be taken to the workhouse for the purpose of having 
medical aid, She was taken accordingly under the care of Mr. 
Hunt, surgeon, who found the skull seri wusly fractured. He probed 
the part, and felt a hard substance, which he believed to be a ball. 
Afterwards the girl’s head was trepanned, and embedded in some 
congealed blood, pressing upon the membrane, was found a mis- 
shapen leaden bullet, half an ounce in weight. Before the ball was 
-xtracted the girl was speechless, but immediately after its extrac- 
tion she recovered her articulation. She is now lying in awry 
\recarious state. » Sne states her name to be Jane Markland, and 
that she comes from Dixon-green, near Bolton, where her relations 
reside. » As several accidents have occurred lately, at race-grounds 
and other places, from similar causes, it is; we think, a duty incum-

bent upon the authorities not to permit shooting-galleries either to 
be upon, or anywhere near, places of public resort.

Tue EnrieLpD Murper. — A: Huspanp KILLED BY 
HIS Wirr,—On Sunday afternoon the village of Enfield was 
thrown into a state of alarm and excitement, in consequence of a 
report that a murder had been committed at Chase-lodge, on the 
border of Enfield-chase, now in the occupation of a gentleman 
named Buller, a solicitor, of the firm of Buller and Smart, of the 
Temple. [t appears that the deceased, whose name is John Cock, 
had been in the service of Mr. Buller, as footman and butler, for 
the last two years. He was a married man, and had one child six 
months old. On Sunday afternoon he was surprised by his wife’s 
appearing at his master’s house, with his child in her arms. He 
had just finished his dinner, and he asked her into the house. 
After conversing together for some time in the pantry, and caress- 
ing the child, he went up stairs and called the nursemaid, who was 
the only servant in the house, the remainder of the domestics 
having gone to church, to come and see his child. He returned to 
the pantry, and in about five minutes afterwards the nursemaid, in 
passing from the kitchen into the panty; saw the butler lying 
upon the ground, near the door. She immediately exclaimed to 
the wife, who was standing by his side, intently looking at him, 
“Is Johnina fit?’? The wife replied in a low voice, ‘ No, it is 
something worse than that; I have done it.” The nursemaid 
became alarmed at the strange ard peculiar appearance of the 
wife, and on looking at the prostrate man she perceived blood on 
the front of his shirt, She instantly ran out of the house and 
raised an alarm, and several of the inhabitants entered, and found 
the wife still looking at her husband, who appeared lifeless, Ser- 
geant Collins, of the N division, arrived soon afterwards, and 
immediately sent a messenger to Mr. Ashenburg, a surgeon, whose 
son attended, and found the butler in a dying state. The surgeon 
opened his waistcoat and shirt, and discovered a deep incised 
wound in the left side, immediately over the heart, which appeared 
to have been inflicted by some sharp-pointed instrument. On 
searching the pantry a dessert knife was found lying in the sink 
stained with blood, and, on being shown to the surgeon, he at once 
said it corresponded with the nature of the wound. The unfor- 
tunate man expired in a few minutes after the arrival of the sur- 
geon, Sergeant Collins took the wife into custody, and removed 
her to the police-station at Enfield. She made no confession, nor 
even once alluded to her husband. On the following morning the 
prisoner was taken before Mr. Williams, a county magistrate, at 
Enfield, and remanded for’turther examination. The wife, since 
her imprisonment, has stoutly denied that she committed the deed, 
although there is no moral doubt of her guilt. It is supposed the 
cause of this very tragical affair is jealousy of the nursemaid above 
mentioned.—At the inquest, on Wednesday, the brother of the 
deceased, and bailiffin the service of Mr. Buller, said the ds ceased’s 
friends never countenanced his marriage. They had been married 
about five years, and had only one child, which was about six 
months old. The mother was always a violent and abusive woman, 
and the deceased had lost javeral good situations through her 
conduct. She was exceedingly jealous, and witness often thought 
she would do her husband sume injury,—The coroner summed up 
in a very able manner, and said, if the jury considered the woman 
had committed the act, it was their duty to return a verdict of 
wilful murder.—The room was then cleared, and after a suort 
deliberation the jury returned a verdict of ‘* Wilful murder against 
Caroline Cock.”” The coroner, having bound over all the witnesses, 
issued his warrant for the committal of the prisoner to Newgate. 


IRELAND. 


Her Masesty’s Visir to IRELAND.—This event has 
now ceased to be a subject for speculation; it has been officially 
announced to his Excellency the Lord Lieutenant and the Lord 


Mayor of Dublin in the subjoined letters :— 
“ Dublin Castle, June 30. 

“ My TLord,—I have the honour to transmit herewith, by command of the 
Lord Lieutenant, the enclosed copy of a letter received from Secretary Sir 
George Grey, communicating her Majesty’s intention to visit Ireland, His 
excetlency has much pleasure in making this announcement, which he feels 
assured Will be a source of gratification to you and your fellow-citizens,

‘© The Right Hon, the Lord Mayor.” “TT, N, REDINGTON. 


“ Whitehall, June 27. 

“ My Lord,—I have the satisfaction to inform your excellency that I have 
received the Queen’s commands to acquaint you that her Majesty hopes to 
be able, in the course of the present summer, to fulfil the intention, which 
you are aware she has long entertained, of visiting Ireland, ‘ 

“ The distress, unfortunately still prevalent in that country, precludes the 
Queen from visiting Dublin in state, as any large expenditure on mere 
ceremony would be ill-timed and inconvenient to her subjects, Yet her 
Majesty does not wish to let another year pass without visiting a part of her 
dominions with which she has for so long atime becn anxivus to become 
acquainted. 

** Her Majesty, therefore, proposes to embark in the royal yacht, and to 
visit, in the first instance, the Cove of Cork, and from thence to proceed along 
the Irish coast to Dublin, After remaining there for a few days, durin 
which time her Majesty will be the guest of your excellency, she wil 
proceed along the Irish coast northward to visit Belfast, and from thence 
cross to Scotland, Although the one time of her Majesty’s visit cannot 
yet be fixed, it will probably take place as early in August as the termination 
of the session of Parliament will permit; and I feel assured that this 
announcement of her intention will be received with great satisfaction by 
her Majesty’s loyal and faithful subjects in Lreland.

work on the birds of Australia, «The extraordinary bowerlike’ 
structure,”’ says that eminent naturalist, “first came under. my 
notice at Sydney, to ‘the museum of which place an’ example had 
been presented by Mr. Charles Laxen, as the work of the satin 
bower-bird. I at once determined to leave ho means untried for 
ascertaining every particular relating to this peculiar feature in the 
bird’s economy; and on visiting the cedar-bushes of the Liverpool 
range I discovered several of those bowers or playing-places, They 
are usually placed under the shelter of the branches of some 
overhanging tree in the most retired part of the forest. They differ 
considerably in size. The base consists of an extensive and rather 
convex platform of sticks firmly interwoven, on the centre of which 
the bower itself is built ; 


this, like the platform on which it is 
placed, and with which it is interwoven, is formed of sticks and 
twigs, but of a more slender and flexible description, the tips of the 


twigs being so arranged as to curve inwards and nearly meet at the 
top. In the interior of the bower the materials are so placed that 
the forks of the twigs are always presented outwards, by which 
arrangement not the slightest obstruction is offered to the passage 
of the birds. The interest of this curious bower is much enhanced 
by the manner in which it is decorated At or near the entrance with 
the most gaily-coloured articles that can be collected, such as the 
blue tail feathers of the rosebill and Pennantian parrots, bleached 
bones, the shells of snails, &c.; some of the feathers are stuck in 
among the twigs; while others, with the bones and shells, are 
strewed about near the entrances, ‘The propensity of these birds 
to pick up and fly off with any attractive object is so well known to 
the natives that they always search the russ for any small missing 
article, ag the bowl of a pipe, &c,, that may have been accidentally 
dropped in the bush. I, myself, found at the entrance of one of 
them a small neatly- worked stone tomahawk, of an inch and a half 
in length, together with some slips of blue cotton tags, which the 
birds had, doubtless, picked up at a deserted encampment of the

THE BAYEUX TAPESTRY. 


The Tapestry still represents the fleet of William proceeding 
towards Pevensey, The ship in which William himself sailed, 
given to him by his wife, and called the Mora, is distin- 
guished from the rest by the banner on the top of the mast, 
surmounted by across, “This is supposed.to be the gonfanon 
sent by the Pope, Alexander II, At night it bore a cresset, 
which flamed from the mast; during the day it was resplen- 
dent with ornaments and decorations. On its prow is the head 
of a lion, with the mouth open and the tongue thrust out, 
while the stern is decorated with the figure of a boy holding a 
trumpet to his mouth with his right hand, and a banner in the 
left, The account of this ship given by Wace differs from the 
representation in the Tapestry! Feta ely, 

“The duke,” says he, ‘placed a lantern on the mast of his 
ship, that the other ships might see it and hold their course 
after it, At'the summit was a vane of brass, pitt ; on the head 
of the ship, in the front, which mariners call the prow, there 
was the figure of a child in brass, bddring an arrow with a 
bended bow. Tis face was turned towards England, and 
thither he looked as though he was about to shoot; so that 
whichever way the ship went he seemed to aim onwards,” 

Lord Liyttelton: in the appendix to the first book of his his- 
tory of Henry IT,, has given an extract from an ancient manu- 
script inthe British Museum, the author of which says that 
Matilda had caused the vessel to be built which carried her 
husbind, and that its prow was ornamented with the figure of 
a little boy, in gold, pointing with his right forefinger towards 
England, and holding to his mouth with his left hand an ivory 
trumpet. Neither the manuscript nor Wace are in strict

‘ The first night the royal leader so far outsailed his followers 
that, when morning dawned, the Mora was in the mid-seas 
alone, without a single sail of her convoy in sight. Somewhat 
disturbed at this circumstance, William ordered the master of 
the Mora to go to the top of the mast to look out, and bring 
him word what he had seen, 

The reply was, “Nothing but sea and sky.’ “ Go up again,” 
said the duke, ‘and look out,” The man cried out “that he 
saw four specks in the distance, like the sails of ships.” 

‘Look once again,”’ said William ; then the master exclaimed, 
“T see a forest of masts and a press of sails bearing gallantly 
towards us.’’ 

Rough weather occurred during the voyage, but it is remark- 
able that, out of so ‘numerous a fleet, only two vessels were 
lost, and these, probably, from being overloaded. In one of 
them was a noted astrologer, who had taken upon himself to 
predict that the expedition would be entirel successful, for 
pat Harold would resign England to the duke without a 

attle, ‘ 

- William, who neither believed in omens nor encouraged for- 
tune-tellers, when he heard of the catastrophe of the unfortu- 
nate soothsayer who had joined himself to the armament, 
observed, “ Little could he know of the fate of others who 
could not foresee his own.” 


Tlowever the sound sense of William might lead him to 


despise the pretended science of the astrologer, it was in com- 
pliance with the general opinion of the age that he consulted 
the unlucky necromancer. An oriental monarch of the present 
time rarely engages in battle without a previous horoscope, 
and in the middle ages it was a superstition almost always 
adopted in Europe, ’ 

In the meantime Harold was en gaged in deadly conflict with 
his northern foes, Harfager and Tostig. They were encamped 
at Stamford-bridge, long afterwards known as Pons Belli, 
or the Bridge of Battle. The firm array of Norwegians who,

but an arrow brought him to the ground, and a pause ensued. 
Tostig seized the banner and assumed the command, 

Harold sent a herald to offer peace to him and to all the 
Norwegians who were yet alive; but they answered, one an 
all, that they would take no quarter, 

The war-cry rose again, and Tostig fell, The fated banner 
was seized by another, and a third onslaught began, The 
northmen. fought with the utmost desperation; whether their 
bodies were protected by their shields or not, they did not heed} 
all they sought was to give or receive a mortal wound. 

In this conflict many of the English fell, but they maintained 
their ground. Late in the evening the battle was terminated 
by the death of almost every Norwegian; and the heaps 0 
unburied bones, blanched by the sun and rain, long continued 
to remind the passers-by of the fatal day,

STRUTT v, LOWNDES.—THE MARQUIS OF CHANDOS, é 

Count or QurEN’s BENCH.—(At Westminster, before Lord Chief Justice 
Denman and a Special Jury.)—This was un action against the defendant, as 
sheriff of Buckinghamshire, for a false return issued to him to levy on the 
effects of the Duke of Buckingham for a sum of £3000; the action being 
one in reality against the Marquis of Chandos. On the bench were Lord 
Brougham, Sir Alexander Grant, Mr. James Brougham, and other gentlemen, 
The Attorney General and Mr. Edwin James were couneel for the plaintiff, 
Sir Fitzroy Kelly and Mr. Peacock conducted the defence.—In the course of 
the argument the Attorney-General rose and said he regretted that his learned 
friend should have misunderstood him; he had only spoken of a legal fraud, 
and never meant to impute moral fraud. Although he bad not the honour 
of knowing the Marqnis of Chandos, he had a perfect right to concur in the 
observations made by his learned friend, and if he had done otherwise he 
should have been departing from the instructions he had received, Ile 
could only repeat what the noble duke had said, That the son had done 
everything the father could have wished2’—Lord Denman: And much more, 
—Sir l, Kelly was perfectly satisfied with the statements of his friend, If, 
in allusion to the circumstances, anything had dropped from him calculated 
to give a moment's pain to the noble duke, he expressed his regret for it—it 
certainly was not his intention.—Lord Denman said the Attor ney General 
had opened the facts clearly, and he never entertained a doubt that the 
transaction was highly praiseworthy. He thought it. probable that the 


plaintiff would net be delayed in the payment by the course he had adopted.— 
Verdict fur the defendant. 


MOSES (A COOK) », SAUNDERS. 

Courr oF Exchequer, GUILDHALL.—(Before the Lord Chief Baron. )-— 
Mr. Sergeant Wilkins (with Myr. Charnock) conducted the case for the 
plaintiff; Mr. Sergeant Shee and Mr. Power appeared on the part of the 
defendant, This was an action brought by the plaintiff, a cook, in the ser- 
vice of a lady named Oppenheim, to recover compensation in damages from 
the defendant, a drapery, in a large way of Uusiness in Tottenham-court-road, 
for personal injuries sustained by her in consequence of the state of defend- 
ant’s premisessy lt appeared that on the 8th of October last, about eight 
o’clock in the evening, the plaintiff went to the defendant's shop, to make 
soine purchases; whilst she was inthe shop, the door Jeading into Tottenham- 
court-road was closed, and, upon leaving the premises, she was conducted 
towards a side door leading into Gralton-street. The passage, however, wag 
dark, and there being a‘staircase, which she had to pass, she unfortunatel 
fell down the whole flight of stairs leading to the kitchen. ‘The plaintif ; 
upon being assisied, was found to have broken one of her arms, and also one 
of her Jegs, and was laid upin the Middlesex tlospital for four or five months, 
‘The jury, after hearing the recapitulation of the evidence by the Lord Chief 
Baron, found their verdict for the plaintiff, with £50 damages. 


INFANTICIDE 

CENTRAL CRIMINAL Count.— Mary dan Hogden, 34, a married woman 
‘wag’ indicted for the murder of her female chi d, by drowning it. The 
prisouer Was arraigned belore Mr. Bullock at the sitting of the court, anda 

plea of not guilty wag recorded.—Mr, Clarkson, upon the judges takin 
their seats, applied to their lordships to have the plea of not guilty erased 
from the indictment, upon the ground that the prisoner was not in a fit 
state of mind to plead or to understand what she was called upon to answer, 
‘Vhe learned couusel said that the trial was postponed from the last session, 
in order to give au opportunity for the production of evidence of her insanity, 
and he had witnesses in attendance to prove that fact; but if their lordships 
would hear the evidence of Mr. M*Murdo, the surgeon of Newgate, upon 
the subject of the prisoner’s present ‘condition, he apprehended that they 
would consider it unnecessary to proceed further with the inquiry at present.— 
Mr, Justice Coltman having made some inquiries, and referred to the act of 
Parliament having relation to the subject, ordered the plea of not guilty to 
be erased, abd directed that a jury should be empauieiled to dispose of the 
question of the prisoner's sanity or insanity.—Mr. M‘Murdo, the surgeon of 
Newyate, was then examined upon the voire dire, and; in answer to questions 
put to him by the court, he expressed his Opinion that the prisoner was at 
this time insane; incapable of understanding what was going forward; and 
incompetent, therefore, to plead to the indictment against her——The learned 
judge having briefly ¢xplained the nature of the inquiry to the jury, they at 
once returned a verdics in accordance with the Opinion of the surgeon, and 
Mr, Justice Coltman directed that the prisoner should be keptin sate custody 
until she should be in a fit state of mind to take her trial, 


MANSLAUGHTER, 

At Marlborough-street, on Wednesday, Mary White,.an elderly woman, 
Was brought before Mr. Hardwiek, charged with manslaughter, by cutting 
the throat of her husband, Peter White.—Charlotte Tucker deposed that 
the prisoner and deceased frequently quarrelled, and witness had seen the 
deceased strike the prisoner several tines, She never heard the prisoner 
make use of any threat towards the deceased,~ Goulden, 85 EB, said that, 
about twenty-five minutes past. nine o'clock on Tuesday night, the Sth of 
June, his attention was ealled to No. 16, Hertford-street, by the cries of 
“ Murder!” and “ Police!”

I wrenched it from his hands, 
and drew it across his throat.” Witness then took deceased to the poslials 
and the prisoner was taken to the station by the other constable.—The depo- 
#itlons made by the deceased previous to his death were then put in and 
read, and the prisoner was committed to take her trial for manslaughter,
